(TOWN WARRANT) 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Troy, in the County of 
Cheshire, qualified to vote in town affairs. | 


You are notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town on 
Tuesday, the fourteenth of March next, at nine-thirty o’clock 
in the forenoon to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a town clerk, one selectman for 
three years, and all other necessary town officers. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


Artcile 3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairing town highways and bridges. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to apply for state 
aid and permanent improvement of highways in accordance 
with an act of the legislature of 1905. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for state aid maintenance. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for trunk line maintenance. 


Article 7. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of the poor. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for street lighting. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on all taxes, excepting poll taxes, paid before dates to be desig- 
nated at this meeting. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the 
support of the fire department. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be set aside as a sinking fund to 
pay for the water bonds at maturity. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the maintenance of the water 
system. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to sell all property acquired by tax collectors deeds. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the construction of a bridge at 
North Troy near Farrar’s Mills so-called and apply for State 
Aid for this project. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of employing a dis- 
trict nurse. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to borrow money to pay town charges. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the observance of Memorial Day. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to allow the 
American Legion to use the town hall one Friday night each 
month without pay. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the care and improvement of 
cemeteries. 
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Article 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) in addition 
to the amount required by law for public library. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for repairs to the Town Hall. 


Article 22. To see if the town will vote to approve of the 
following by-laws relating to the Lord’s Day as adopted by 
the selectmen: 


Section 1. It shall be lawful to engage in play or any 
sport or game involving physical skill on the Lord’s Day in 
the Town of Troy but it shall be unlawful to engage in public 
dances, horse racing, boxing, prize fighting, wrestling, pool, 
bilhards, or bowling, but no sport or game in connection with 
which an admission is charged or at which a donation is made 
or accepted shall be carried on before one o’clock in the after- 
noon. The Board of Selectmen may restrict the manner and 
areas upon which such play, sports or games may be conducted. 


Section 2. It shall be lawful for motion pictures, lectures, 
concerts and theatrical or vaudeville performances to be held 
on the Lord’s Day in the Town of Troy but not before six 
o’clock in the afternoon, and such entertainment shall be reg- 
ulated by licensing or otherwise as the Board of Selectmen may 
deem best. 


Section 3. It shall be lawful to conduct such retail busi- 
ness aS is not already permissable under Public Laws Chapter 
385, Section 5, on the Lord’s Day in the Town of Troy, but only 
of such merchandise and commodities as may be designated by 
the Board of Selectmen and under such regulations as may be 
made by said Board of Selectmen. 


Section 4. Any person violating any provisions of the 
by-laws or any rule or regulation made by the Board of Se- 
lectmen pursuant thereof shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
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upon conviction thereof, shall be liable to a penalty of not more 
than Ten Dollars for each offense. 


Section 5. All by-laws or parts of by-laws in conflict or 
inconsistent with the provisions of this by-law are hereby re- 
pealed and this By-law shall take effect upon its approval by a 
majority vote of the legal voters of the Town of Troy present 
and voting at the next regular town meeting of said town. 


Article 28. To hear the reports of agents, officers or 
committees heretofore chosen, and take any action relating 
thereto. 


Article 24. To transact any other business that may le- 
gvally come before said meeting.

I submit herewith my fifteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools, this being the thirty-third in the series un- 
der union supervision. | 

The enrollment for the fall term 19382 was 247, the 
same as for the fall term a year ago, while the total enrollment 
for the last school year was 253. The high school enrollment 
was 45 at the opening of the school year and the average mem- 
bership for the first twelve weeks was 42. This is five more than 
the enrollment for the last school year. 

There were no changes in the teaching force for the pres- 
ent year. Every teacher accepted the cut made necessary by the 
financial condition of the school district, and has cheerfully 
earried on the work assigned. 

After carefully considering the situation it was decided 
to move the high school grades into the brick building, so that 
now all the rooms in that building are occupied with grades 
from three to ten. Grades one and two are located in the old 
high school building on the hill. With this arrangement the 
upper room in that building is not in use. 

This new arrangement allows the high and junior high 
erades to have rooms on the upper floor of the brick building 
and places the headmaster of the high school in charge of the 
entire building. 

The plan is working out well. Grade seven now has the 
opportunity to become a part of the junior high school which 
was impossible under the other system. 

Mrs. Whitcomb has been retained as supervisor of music. 
Her work is carefully outlined and her instructions are faith- 
fully carried out by the teachers in all the grades. 


as: 


Miss Harris has continued her work as school nurse in a. 
very efficient manner. The examination of the pupils by the 
school physician takes place early in the school year. Miss Har- 
ris assists in this examination, and continues during the year 
with effective follow-up work. This work does much to prevent 
the spread of any contagious disease, and also helps to build 
up the under-nourished pupils. 

The distribution of milk and crackers, some of which has 
been donated, and the rest sold at a nominal charge, has been 
of great benefit in keeping up the health of the pupils. 

For the second consecutive year the Troy schools are ear- 
rying out the plan of having the schools in session a full school 
year of 180 school days. The result of this arrangement is that 
the schools run for thirty-seven weeks for less money than was 
formerly required to operate them thirty-six weeks. 

In preparing the school budget for the next school year 
the school board, taking into consideration the financial situa- 
tion which exists at the present time, has prepared a schedule 
which shows a proposed decreased expenditure of more than 
twelve percent from the reduced budget of last year. We be- 
lieve that an appropriation based on these figures will allow 
the schools to carry on another year without any material loss 
of state aid. 

In closing, I desire to thank the school board, teachers, 
pupils, and all interested parents and citizens for their support 
and cooperation.
